Three officers were assaulted 
Wednesday while trying to arrest 
suspects in two unrelated cases.

HOUSTON (UPI) - While two 
Texas natural gas suppliers are 
moving quickly to provide links 
between supplies in the Northwest and 
needs in the East, other suppliers are 
hesitant to become involved. 
A spokesman for Lone Star Gas Co., 
the biggest Texas utility, said no 
statement had been prepared on the 
company’s 
involvement 
in 
the 
national emergency energy program. 
He said Thursday, however, Lone 
Star would provide natural gas if the 
President ordered it to. 
“We are still looking at it,” the 
spokesman said. “ If it is ordered, then 
we will do it. We won’t have any 
choice. 
“But realistically speaking, the only 
gas we have to ship to the East is gas 
we’d have to take from our customers 
I don’t believe anybody has any spare 
gas. No one has spare gas in a cold 
winter.” 
Spokesmen for Houston Gas Pipe 
Line Co. and Tenneco Inc., said their 
firms also had made no preparations 
to participate in the new program. 
“I’m not saying we won’t,” said 
Dave Keith of Houston Gas. “As soon 
as we get a copy of the bill, take a look 
at it and see that we’re protected, 
we’ll probably get involved. 
“We’re handling approximately 300 
million cubic feet per day now. What 
else we’re going to do, we’ll just have 
to wait and see.” 
Lo-Vaca Gathering Co., and El Paso 
Natural Gas both are laying pipeline 
so gas from the Northwest may be 
moved through their lines and on to 


lines controled by 
East 
Coast 
distributors. 
One new 
Lo-Vaca connection 
promised up to 50 million cubic feet 
more per day, enough to warm about 
100,000 three-bedroom homes starting 
today. 


Woman Killed 
In Smashup 
On Preston 


Mrs. May Elizabeth Griggs Gamble 
of Dallas was pronounced dead on 
arrival at Plano General Hospital last 
night at 8:43 p.m. following a collision 
in Renner about 200 yards north of the 
Dallas County line. 
According to a Texas Highway 
Dept, spokesman, the accident oc­ 
curred at about 8 p.m. on State Hwy. 
289 (Preston Rd.). The spokesman 
said that a 1969 Ford driven by Kay 
Dowis Ghaemmaghami apparently 
was on the wrong side of the road 
without headlights and collided head­ 
on with Mrs. Gamble’s 1974 Dodge. 
The 49-year old Mrs. Gamble was 
taken immediately to Plano General 
Hospital where she was pronounced 
dead. Mrs. Ghaemmaghami was 
transferred to Parkland Hospital in 
Dallas with minor injuries. There 
were no other passengers in the two 
vehicles.

Meeting the increasing demands of 
the rapidly growing community of 
Plano is the number one goal of the 
Plano Independent School District, 
according to David Black, who has 
filed for re-election to Place One on 
the School Board. 
Black said that district-wide goals 
should concern space to house 
children and also maintaining the 
high quality of education that Plano 
has enjoyed in the past. 
“ In the midst of that,” he added, 
“we must face the reality that the 
costs of education are increasing 
rapidly, particularly in the face of 
House Bill 1126 (the school financing 
bill). One of the major problems for us 
to resolve will be how we can live with 
the increasing costs demanded by the 
state as they push the burden of school 
financing on the local districts.” 
A graduate of the University of 
Texas, Black also holds a Masters of 
Theology degree from Southern 
Methodist University and served as 
minister of education at Plano’s First 
United Methodist Church for five 
years. 
He is currently employed at a 
mountaineering shop in Dallas, serves 
on the board of directors of the Nor­ 
theast Texas Planned Parenthood 
Assn. and is secretary of the PISD 
Board of Trustees. 
He was awarded the Outstanding 
Young Religious Worker Award by 
the Plano Jaycees in 1974. 
The School Board member ex­ 
plained that he is seeking re-election 
because he feels that his experience 
will help him to participate more 
effectively in the decision-making 
process of the school district. 
Black described his past two years 
on the School Board as “a real 
transition time.”

“We have come from a district with 
a small high school and junior highs to 
the new division in education of senior 
high schools, high schools and middle 
schools,” he said. “ It has been a 
relatively smooth and functional 
transition. 
“The movement to the new Plano 
Senior High School and our ability to 
change the mode of student life is one 
of the things I’m proudest of,” Black 
continued. “We now have a whole 
different world from the old high 
school.” 
A five-year resident of Plano, Black 
and his wife live at 3200 Brookshire in 
west Plano.

Twenty people are in custody today 
following a night-long drug raid 
coordinated by the Plano Police Dept. 
Among those arrested Thursday 
night were two juveniles, a husband 
and wife and two brothers. Police are 
still searching for two other persons 
named in warrants issued by District 
Attorney Tom O’Connell. 
Police Chief Duane Kinsey said 
today that the undercover operation 
which has been going on since 
November is one of the most unusual 
and successful of its type ever un­ 
dertaken in Plano. 
For 
the 
first 
time, 
a 
Plano 
policewoman was assigned as the key 
operator. The officer who is in her 
mid-20s has been living in an eastside 
apartment and working in close 
cooperation with the Texas Dept, of 
Public Safety. 
The 
officer 
made 
buys 
of 
m arijuana, diazepam (Valium), 
amphetamines, cocaine, heroin, LSD 
and THC over the three-month period. 
Most of the sellers were in their teens 
and early 20s. 
The first arrests by teams of four 
Plano, DPS and Texas Rangers of­ 
ficers began around 6:15 p.m. and 
Municipal Judge Raymond Robinson 
began arraigning the prisoners 
shortly after 7 p.m. He set bond at 
$5,000 per count on delivery of 
marijuana and $10,000 a count for all 
other drugs. The prisoners will be 
transferred to the Collin County Jail 
later today. 
Eighteen-year-old Tim Reed of 3341 
Sherwood was the last person brought 
to the station. He was arrested on a 
warrant charging four counts of the 
delivery of marijuana at about 8:45 
a.m. this morning. The other two 
persons sought are believed to be out 
of town and other police agencies have 
been notified of the warrants. 
Kinsey said two of those arrested 
Thursday night were not named on 
warrants but were in possession of 
small amounts of drugs. A 15-year-old 
boy and a 36-year-old man, both of 
Plano, will be charged with possession

1. The distance from the 
old residence to the new 
place of work must be at 
least 50 miles farther than 
from the old residence to the 
old place of work.

Polly’s Pointers 


Try moth spray on 
y cats that stray

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY - I would like to know how to keep 
cats away from my side yard. It is landscaped with rock 
and my neighbors’ cats use it for a litter box. Commer­ 
cial sprays do no good. — M.S. 
DEAR M.S. — I am sure readers will be sending in 
ways they have solved such a problem, but I would try 
spraying die rocks with a moth spray. The odor might 
keep the cats away. This would have to be replaced 
often lf you find it works. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — It really peeves me the way too much food 
coloring pours out when I only need a few drops. It seems they 
could have plastic lids like those on Worcestershire sauce 
bottles so only a drop or two will shake out at a time. This 
would save both coloring and disappointment. — LINDA. 
DEAR POLLY - A cat urinated on one of my mattresses so 
to eliminate the odor I soaked up as much as possible with 
paper towels. Then I spread moth balls over the area, covered 
with layers of newspaper and in about a week the odor was 
completely gone. — B.D. 
DEAR POLLY - Perhaps those who still have to defrost 
refrigerators and freezers would be interested in the quick and 
easy way I do this. Buy a rubber hammer at the hardware 
store. Turn the freezer off, move food out of one section and 
tap the frost LIGHTLY with the rubber hammer. It will fall to 
the bottom. Scoop this out with a kitchen dust pan, wipe clean, 
replace food in this section and do likewise in the other sec­ 
tions. I defrost a large freezer in thirty minutes. — MRS. 
W VV 
DEAR POLLY - Mine is a first aid help. Pour one-half cup 
water into a small plastic bag, tie shut very tightly with a 
rubber band and lay out flat in the freezer. This makes a handy 
ice bag for burns, cuts and bruises. I found it a life saver when 
I burned myself in the kitchen. The cold compress brings 
relief and works better than cold water or ice cubes. — A.D. 
DEAR POLLY - I found I still had the clipping that once 
appeared in your column for making a sugar syrup to use for 
stiffening crocheted doilies.The paper had started to yellow so 
it must have been a long time ago that this appeared. Boil one- 
half cup sugar and one-fourth cup water until it bubbles. 
Remove from the fire and when cool enough to touch immerse 
the doily. When saturated wring it out and shape while it dries. 
The doily should be very stiff when dry and may I add that this 
is the best way I have ever used. Hope this will help Ruth. —

Tips Given On 
Local Clay Soil 


By DK. ROB FRT E. MOON 
( ounty Extension 
Horticulturist 
T here 
is 
absolutely 
nothing more discouraging 
to metroplex gardeners than 
the hard-to-manage, heavy 
clay soil with its inherent 
drainage and alkalinity 
problem s. 
However, our 
soils are not bad for most 
gardening 
purposes, 
if 
proper 
preparation 
is 
followed. 
Clay soils as we have are 
made up of very 
small 
particles 
which 
pack 
together tightly, preventing 
water and air movement. To 
correct this problem, its 
im portant to add 
large 
quantities of organic m atter 
such as peat moss, compost, 
g rass 
clippings, 
rotted 
m anure, shredded bark, 
leaves. 
or 
shredded 
newspapers. 
Enough 
organic 
m atter 
must be added to physically 
change the structure of the 
soil. At least one-third of the 
final soil mix should be some 
type of organic matter. To 
accomplish this, spread a 
two to four inch layer of 
organic m atter over the soil 
and till to a depth of at least 
six inches. 
As the organic 
m atter 
decomposes, it solidifies the 
clay particles into small 


crumbs making heavy clay 
soil more mellow and easier 
to work, and it improves 
drainage and air movement 
to allow the soil to warm up 
earlier in the spring 
Another gigantic problem 
we have with our soils is the 
shallow depth. In m any 
areas, white bedrock is just 
a few inches below the soil

The soil depth 
should be raised six to eight 
inches with equal parts of 
organic m atter and washed 
sand 
( heck your source of soil 
before filling Soil from an 
unchecked source may be 
low in price, but costly in the 
long run, due to an unwanted 
crop of nutgrass. 
And the final problem with 
our soil is its high alkalinity. 
Most plants will tolerate this 
.condition, 
but 
frequent 
applications (every four to 
six months) of soil acidifiers 
such as sulfur, copperas, or 
iron sulfate will improve 
plant growth. Additions of 
organic m atter will 
also 
make the soil more acid. 
So. spend a little more 
time getting the garden soil 
into shape now!
